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FORCES DELAY IN 
ALABAMA PAYDA 


MONTGOMERY, Aug. 23.- 
Nhat there will be any “payday” 
for State employes, or for mem- 
bers of the Legislature and legis- 
lative employes, for the next 
month or more, is ‘very doubtful,’ 
State Treasurer S. H. Blan ad- 
mitted yesterday. 

This situation has been brought 
about, it was learned, by the fall- 
ing due of interest on money bor- 
rowed by the State, and the fact 
that money must be forthcoming 
within the present week, for con- 
tinuanee of the operation of the 
insane asylums. These obligations 
must be met by the general fund 
of the Treasury, out of which pay- 
rolls must also be drawn, 

Just how soon pay-rolls can be 
tuken care of would appear to be 
more or less problematical, inas- 
much as at this particular season 
of the year, the State’s tax in- 
come, even in normal times, is at 
its lowest ebb. 

Once before, in the present ad- 
ministration, last November, the 
State had to delay “payday.” Dur- 
ing the administration of former 
Gov. Henderson, ‘payday’? had to 
be postponed also, on account of 
lack of money in the general fund. 

No precedent will be established 
if members of the Legislature are 
not paid when payday comes, Dur- 
ing the Samford administration, 
the Speaker of the Senate arrang- 
ed a loan with a Montgomery bank 
by which members of the Legisla- 
ture and the legislative employes 
were paid on time. 

At the present time, there is 
money in various funds in the 
State Treasury, other than the 
general fund. There is a consid- 
erable amount, for instance, in the 
gasoline tax fund, but under the 
law, disbursements payable out of 
the general fund cannot be paid 
out of this or other separate funds 
from which disbursements can be 
made only for specific purposes. 

The ‘'Treasury’s general fund 
now contains only $135,000, and 
there are obligations totaling 
$194,000 that must be paid out 
of this fund in the immediate fu- 
ture. Income of this fund is lim- 
ited now, and will be, until Oc- 
tober, so that, it is understood, 
there is a possibility payday may 
have to be postponed for next 
month as well as the present one. 

State insane asylums are now 
due $76,000, and on August 25, 
interest of $118,000 will be due 
the Chase National Bank of New 
York, on a loan negotiated for 
publie school purposes, soon after 
Gov. Miller’s administration began. 

The original loan has been re- 
duced since then to approximately 
$4,225,000, which falls due on Au- 
gust 25. The Governor, however, 
has obtained an extension of this 
loan, which is to be paid in four 
equal installments, on January 16, 


February 1, February 14, and 
February 27, next year, respec- 
tively. 


Elba Public Schools To 
Start Monday, Sept, 5th 


Superintendent Jas. C. Dixon 
authorizes The Clipper to an- 
nounce that the Elba public schools 
will open Monday morning, Sep- 
tember 5th, with the usual open- 
ing exercises. The school situa- 
tion in Alabama has been in an 
unsettled state for some time, and 
there has been considerable anxie- 
ty as to whether our schools would 
be able to open or not. 

The announcement that the local 
schools will open at the usual time 
will relieve the minds of our school 
patrons, at least temporarily. It 
is hoped that the legislature, now 
in session in Montgomery, will 
evolve plans whereby the schools 
of Alabama will be able te operate 
on a sound basis.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22,—4

ed over to the Red Cross would fall 
short of meeting emergeney cloth- 
ing needs of the coming winter hag 
been issued by James L, Fieser, 
vice-chairman of the relief ugeney 

Pieser pointed out that 1,800 of 
the 3,600 chapters had made emer- 


wency estimates showing a total of 
&,000,000 men, and chit- 
dren destitute of clothing, 
“Expectations are far beyond 
the quantity which may be pro- 
duced from the 590,000 bales,” 
Fieser said, “It will not be 
sible to satisfy expectations, either 
quantity of 


women 


pos- 
as to variety or 
clothing. 

“Tn fairness to our chapters and 
other social agencies who may 
have been led to place great de- 
pendence upon this gift of cotton 
to meet requirements of the needy 
in their communities for clothing, 
I feel the Red should ex- 
plain now how far the cotton is 
likely to go toward aiding in this 
emergency. 

“Too great dependence upon it 
would undoubtedly stop the flow 
of contributions of other garments 
—and these contributions have 
been the mainstay in the past two 
winters. They will still be great- 
ly needed,” 

Fieser said the Red Cross had 
distributed flour to 3,887,156 fam- 
ilies, or about 15,000,000 persons, 
all of whom, he said, “have shown 
their need and may be assumed to 
be in need of cotton clothing.” 

He figured that with cotton at 
its present price of $35 a bale, 
the 500,000 bales would be valued 
at $17,500,000, from which con- 
version costs would have to be de- 
ducted, leaving less than $1 worth 
of cotton cloth per person for each 
of the 15,000,000 persons in need

received Red Cross flour apply for

The ex- 
change is not a bank, but you cer- 
tainly cun get checks cashed or 
wet checks for money if you want 
to send it off.

We think Elba 
is a good town and a good place 
to sell what you have to sell and 
a good place to buy what you need.

The last week in August should 
be bitterweed week. Now is the 
time to destroy bitterweeds. If 
there ever was anything on a farm 
that is more annoying than bit- 
terweeds it would have to be nut 
grass, as nothing else is even half 
so bad, We should not allow a 
yellow top on a bitterweed to 
stand. Every one of them should 
be gathered and burned, Any 
child can pull the tops off and 
put them in a cotton sack. If you 
will do this for a few years you 
will not have a weed of this kind 
on your farm. These weeds will 
not only choke out your good 
grasses, but will cause your milk 
and butter to be so bitter that you 
cannot sell it or even use it your- 
self, Isn’t it strange that folks 
will go fishing, go to town, go 
visiting, sit around all day idle, 
hang around some country store 
and do dozens of other worthless 
things while the bitterweeds are 
robbing their family of the good 
milk and butter they are entitled 
to? Walk out and look over your 
pasture as if it belonged to some 
one else and ask yourself whether 
or not the owner is a good farmer. 

* * & * 

Well, the capon business has 
been lagging for the last few 
weeks, We were hoping that it 
would pick up during the latter 
part of the summer, but it has not. 
The boys worked on a few last 
Saturday, when they should have 
had hundreds of them. We are 
not getting the cooperation that 
we should have in this experiment. 
I wanted every farmer in the coun- 
ty to try a few capons this year 
so they would know for themselves 
whether or not it would be profit- 
able. I want us to put in dozens 
of farms next year with hundreds 
of capons on each farm, but ’m 
afraid we will have to make our 
test next year, as most of us are 
not trying it this year. It is not 
too late for you to try it yet. Get 
up a few young roosters weigh- 
ing from one to two pounds and 
bring them down, Be sure to get 
heavy varieties, as the light lay- 
ing kind will not pay. You should 
try ten or twenty if you are look- 
ing for some way to make your 
family a better living. It might 
not suit you, or it might not be a 
paying business for you, but at 
the same time it might be, and 
there is only one way to find out 
and that is to try it for yourself. 
It won’t cost you a penny if you 
raise your own chickens, and you 
might find a good, easy way to 
make a few dollars. Won’t you 
try it with ten chickens? 

* * * * 

What about that fall garden? 
Have you planted it yet? I hope 
you have at least begun and that 
you will show your neighbors what 
a good fall gardener can do. Your 
turnips and rutabagas should be 
up and doing fine by this time. 
Turnips planted in July should be 
about ready to eat by next week. 
Of course, it is necessary to plant 
these early patches on damp 
ground and shade them if the sun 
is too hot. It is not much trouble 
to break a few brushes and place 
over them. If you planted in July 
it is time to plant again and now 
is the time to grow your real fall 
turnips. Do not plant more than
